“ I must confess that the hunter* injH 'k 
the section where we are accustomed 
to camp are not very scrupulou* about 
shooting doe*. 
It is understood that 
if we see an anim al that we are sure 
is a d»*er we take 
chances and shoot 
w ithout taking the tim e 
to 
look for 
the horns. 
Deer are too hard to shoot 
hi run tho risk 
of frightening them 
away when we do have a shot. 
Most 
of the bunters I know prefer to run 
the risk of shooting a doe to losing a 
possible buck. ’ ’

ol Rural Highways.

Ought to Be Cared For. 


How good roads should he made and 
how they should is* eared for Is tersely 
described in the Iowa Homestead by 
an enthusiast, who Baya: 
In the first place, there should be no 
patchwork roo dm* king having for Its 
object only to make one particular spot 
passable. Road work should be done 
in sections 
For instance, a mile of 
road should in? taken and completed In 
its entirety. 
Every Inch of it should 
I l*e made a good and safe road. I ven­ 
ture the assertion that not more than 
; one mile of load in every ten is safe 
or free from some dangerous trap to 
cause trouble to careless drivers or 
those not given to "lose observation of 
the roadway*. They should be made 
so that a child might safely drive over 
them. 
Beginning, I would establish a rea­ 
sonable grade so that no steep hills 
remain when the work is finished. I 
would make over the entire width of 
the road from fence to fence. I woald 
make the actual roadway of usual 
width, with only rise enough In the 
center to shed rain 
From the gutter 
•t the side of this roadway I would 
iii Le a smooth and even grade to the 
Ii ,i ,» line. Then I would compel the 
property owners along the road to keep 
the roadside well set in grass and to 
mow an«l care for It Just as they do 
their meadows. 
No deep, unsightly 
| and dangerous guides would lie per­ 
mitted, and the man who scrap's! a 
I lot of grass, weeds, clods nod trash 
Into the center of the road should at 
once lie condemned to penal servitude 
for life. Capital punt foment would In* 
too good for the one who scoured his 
plow In the road. 
The road w orker who plowed up a 
stretch of rood late In the fall and 
left It to mellow 
up until spring 
should be banished to roadless Sibe­ 
ria. 
A plow has no place In any road 
that has once been properly made. 
The care of a road made according to 
my plan would tie only that of going 
over It occasionally with a drag. The 
occasion for th" use of the drug. how­ 
ever, should be from the viewpoint of 
the need of Die road and not the con­ 
venience of the operator of the drag. 
No man would Im* permitted to drive a 
drag over a road unless he were a 
licensed graduate of a roadmaklng 
school. 
A road drag is a dangerous 
thing (for the road) in the hand* of a 
man who doe# not have sense enough 
to use it. 
I would build a complete and effec­ 
tive drainage system to take care of 
the w ater that finds its rn i f to the 
road not a guesswork oue. but one 
planned by n drainage engineer who 
knew how. 
I would make culverts and bridged 
tho width of tho road

verts should ho built

WORLD’S LARGEST LIBRA RIES 


Report Shaws Congressional 
Ranks 
Third on List Now. 
Washington. Dec. 9.—Within a few 
years the library of congress will oc­ 
cupy 
the 
supreme position of the 
world. 
It now ranks third, with Ute 
Bibliotheque National and the British 
museum holding first and second posi­ 
tions. 
The annual report of Librarian Her­ 
bert Putnam was submitted to con­ 
gress. It shows that in the year 19<*9- 
1910 there Were added 90,473 volumes, 
making the total possessions of the 
library In printed volumes 1,793.15V 
There are 118,165 maps and charts, 
517,806 volumes and pieces of music 
and 320,251 prints. 
During the period 1905-1909 the ad­ 
ditions to the British 
Museum are 
stated to have been 149,464; to the 
Bibliotheque N a tio n a l 166,634, and to 
the library of congress 425.925. Librar 
ian Putnam argues that from these 
comparisons the congressional Institu­ 
tion will surpass its two rivals within 
a few years.

In this event lo* w ill take a | 
course that is believed to be novel, In-1 
asmuch as he will visit every county J 
in the state in order to learn public 
sentiment on the senatorial situation. 
W ilso n ’s Statement.

Profit In Producing Well Brod Cow* 
For tho M arket. 
Tim high price* which prevail for 
find class dairy cows ought to induce 
more farm ers to keep registered bulls 
aud to make a more thorough study of 
tfie business of successful calf aud 
heifer raising, says Hoard’* Dairyman 
It is surprising how few farmer* there 
are who are really good calf raisers. 
The final value of a good cow depends 
In a great m easure upon how well she 
has been raised from calfhood to ma­ 
ternity. 
We have noticed that four things 
contribute very greatly to success Iii 
this particular—first, good dairy blood 
la the sire; second, clean, dry quarters, 
frequently disinfected; third, plenty of 
sweet sklmmilk fed In palls kept well 
Braided; fourth, good. well cured al­ 
falfa bay after the calf Is three to 
fhur m o n th s old and from that tim** 
on. 
A heifer given alfalfa hay will 
make a decidedly better growth and 
bize on. that account. 
H uch raising, feed and care seem to 
have a stim ulating effect on tin* ma- 
ternnl organs, and the heifer makes a 
better cow on that account. Of course 
th** dairy breeding Is the foundation 
It is of no use to try to make a good 
cow out of a heifer that has no such 
te n d e n c y in her. 
Hut it Is true, and 
often lam entably true, that the b**«t 
br*si heifer In th** world can be utterly 
(^polled by stupid, unskillful handling 
ami feeding In the first two years of 
her life. 
The business of producing well bred. 
first class dairy cows Is a profitable 
one. 
After two year* of age the cow 
bn* a double line of profit In the milk 
atte yields mid In her progeny. 
All 
that Is needed on the part of the 
farm er I* an Intelligent understanding 
of what I; means to produce a good 
cow.

Novel and A ttractive Form For 
keting D airy Products. 
K. t i. Farrington of the Wisconsin 
experiment station has recently re­ 
ported r***ults of ef{K»riments on the 
m anufacture of cheese in amal! slz.es, 
tile form eboeen being suggested by 
th** jiound ortut* of butter which have 
proved so successful. 
The Cheddar cheese experimented 
with was made by the usual process, 
the only 
m«*iifloation being in the 
pressing and in the •■follower'’ used 
In the pre*** 
The curd was placed 
in a mold or hoop of rectangular 
s h a p e , the bottom or ••follower" of 
which wa* a carved l**srd divided in to 
a number o f aecttoo*. each of whi* h 
correl ponded to a half (anilid print of 
che*-se. Two section* would, of course, 
represent a pound. 
The form of the 
print* I* determ ined by th** carving 
of the board, which may be of any 
size to suit any particular market 
The sections can Im* readily cut apart 
when sold by the retailer. The chee**** 
averaged very Dearly fifteen pound*

Kaffir corn und Johnson grass under 
like conditions. 
One of the worst 
esses of this type of poison ever re 
ported occurred several years ago at 
Brighton, Colo. 
Thirty head of dairy 
cows were farm’d luto a small field of 
Kaffir corn, and in less than half an 
hour nineteen of them were dead. 
It 
was as a result of an Investigation 
following this loss of stock that prus 
sic acid was proved to be the destruc­ 
tive agency. 
While exceedingly poi­ 
sonous when fed In a green state, 
there are no cases on record where 
cured sorghum has resulted in poison­ 
ing the animals eating IL
